WASHINGTON, May 22.—(/)-—A 
Searching investigation into activities 
and propaganda of communists in this 
country was ordered today by the 
house, 

The inquiry is to be made by a 
special house committee of five mem- 
bers to be named by Speaker Long- 
worth. Senate action on the measure, 
is unnecessary. 

The resolution, 


sponsored by Chair- 
man Snell, of the rules committee, 
and Representatives Fish, of New 
York, and Underhill, of Massachus- 
etts, republicans, was adopted after 
short debate by a vote of 210 to 
The committee probably will be 

; appointed next week. 


Drafted to give the committee pow: ! 


er to subpoena witnesses and records 
the resolution directs the inquiry into 
the membership of the communist par- 
ty of the United States and affiliated 
organizations, the Amtorg ‘Trading 
Corporation of New York, the soviet 
government's official commercial rep- 
resentative in this country, and the 
Daily Worker, reputed to be a com- 
munist organ. 

In addition, a study would be made 
of communist propaganda in schools 
and of all groups and individuals who 
are alleged to advise, teach or 
cate the overthrow by foree or vio- 
lence the United States government. 

Representative Ramsever, republi- 
ean, lowa, attacked the resolution in 
the debate on the ground that it would 
divert the minds of the people from 
economic and employment problems 
and would result only in a “wild 
goose chase.” He contended that con- 
sress should create a committee to 
“find out what is wrong with the in- 
dustrial and economie systems of this 
country,’ adding that there was a 
‘surplus of food and clothing in this 
country but insufficient employment 
to permit starving and clothless peo- 
ple to procure them. 

Representative Snell, republican, 
New York, said evidence had. been 
produced hefore the rules committee, 
that convinced him an_ investigation 
of activities of communists were nec- 
essary. It was found, he said. that 
government departments were unable | 
to cope with the problem under ex- 
isting laws. If nothing was un- 
earthed, he added, no harm would be 
done by the inquiry. 

Fish said communists in America 
were receiving orders from Moscow 
and were striving to stir up riots and 
revolutionary activities. The New 
Yorker said that they were active 
among the negroes and the industrial 
sections in the south.

“The city ordinance requires that all 
licenses for business and commission 
returns shall be issued by the city 
clerk based on the schedule of chargts 
for business set forth in the tax ordl- 
nance every year. The tax ordinance 
each year contains a scale of licenses 
for grocers, druggists, furniture men 
and every other conceivable kind ot 
regular and legitimate business allowed 
in the city. This seale of prices Is 
followed by the clerk in) issuing li 
censes. As to the kind of licenses 
which I ain now talking about, that 
is, the ordinary business licenses, I 
have no discretion whatever. 

“They are fixed either according to 
the nature or character of the busi- 
ness or the amount of stock on hand, 
determined by fixed regulation, and in 
all these cases when persons come to 
take out a license they are issued as 
a matter of course.

“Dear Dr. Steuart We write to 
thank you for the very splendid hear- 
ing you gave us today at 11 o'clock 
in behalf of Atlanta and in the inter- 
est of the enumeration of our people 
in the census. 

“Tt is our understanding that you 
recognize the act of the general as- 
‘sembly, approved by the governor Au- 
gust 17, 1929, creating Atlanta as a 
municipal corporation, and that you 
will cause the enumeration to be made 
and published accordingly, as the 
same is done for other cities in the 
United States. It is our understand- 
ing that the enumeration will be made 
of each of the 21 political units in 
Atlanta separately and _ published ; 
that is, that you will enumerate each 
of the six boroughs separately and 
each of the 15 unincorpated districts 
separately; and that when this work 
is completed and the census is an- 
nounced for each of the 21 units in 
Atlanta, the total population of At- 
lanta will be consolidated and an- 
nounced and published.” 

' Dr. Steuart’s Reply. 

The reply of Dr. Steuart follows: 

“Dear Mr. Russell: I acknowledge 
receipt of your letter of April 28, 
With inclosure, relative to the pub- 
lication of the 1930 population re- 
turns for Atlanta, Ga. 

“Tn accordance with our agreement, 
the bureau of the census will, in due 
course, publish as the population of 
Atlanta, the population of all the area 
included within the corporate limits 
of Atlanta as authorized by the state 
law of August 17, 1929, with sub- 
totals for the different boroughs and 
unincorporated communities.” 


DECATUR IS GIVEN 
13,2359 POPULATION. 

The first of the final announcements 
of populations in the Atlanta area 
was made Thursday wheh Dr. Eliza- 
beth Broach, local census director, 
said that the official census report on 
the Borough:of Decatur was 138,209, 
an increase of 115.09 per cent from 
the 1920 population. 

Other important announcements will 
be made within the course of the next 
two weeks. They will be the final 
announcements of the populations ot 
the Borough of Atlanta, the Greater 
City of A@lanta, Fulton county and 
DeKalb county. 

The first of these is expected to be 
DeKalb county where, except for four 
census districts, the final count has 
been completed. The county now 
stands at 69,863, including the pre- 
liminary count of the four districts. 
The figure is slightly less than was 
indicated last week, when eight cen- 
sus districts were incomplete. The 
shrinkage was said to be due to the 
final figures in the four districts 
which have since reported being under 
the preliminary count. 

A similar occurence took place with 
regard to Decatur. The preliminary 
count gave the borough a population 
of 13,616, which is 357 more than the 
final report. 

The increase in the boroughs popu- 
lation in the ten-vear period avas 0 
7.109. The 1920 population of Decatur 
was 6,150, The increase was of 115.59 
per cent. a 

The four missing districts of De- 
Kalb county are part of the Decatur 
district, with a preliminary count of 
Panthersville district, with 
1,814: Evans district, with 980; and 
the Kast Lake Club districf, 
seven. Their total is 6,200 in the pre- 
liminary count.

I kndw, too, the objection that can 
be raised against this; that tendencies 
such as* these which are believed to 
have insuperable power behind them 
have often in the history of man been 
thrown aside and. replaced bv others. 

My courage fails me, therefore, at 
the thought of rising up as a prophet 
before my fellow-men, and I bow to 
their reproach that I have no conso- 
lation to offer them: for at bottom 
this is awhat they all demand—the 
frenzied revolutionary as passionately 
as the most pious believer. 

The fateful question of the human 
species seems to me to ~~ whether and 
to what extent the cultural process 
developed in it will succeed in mase 
tering the derangements of communal 
life caused by the human instinct of 
aggression and self-destruction. In 
this connection perhaps the phase 
through which we are at this moment 
passing deserves special interest. 

Men brought their powers of sub- 
duing the forces of nature to such a 
pitch that by using them they could 
now very easily exterminate one an- 
other to the last man. They know 
this—hence arises a great part of 
their currént unrest, their dejection, 
their mood of apprehension. , 

And now it may be expected that 
the other of the two “heavenly 
forces,” etergal Eros, will put forth 
his strength so as to maintain himself 
alongside of his equally immortal ad-

WOMEN AND THE OLYMPIC GAME. 


Are somewhat strenuous athletic games, 
ing, good for women? 

This argument now has the international Olympic committee 
locked in a war dance that may lead to later trouble of serious 
proportions. 

Several nations are in favor 
competitive sports except in lighter and more artistic variety. They 
are against running and jumping and tossing various weights and mis- 
siles. The idea is that such exercises are harmful to the female-.of the 
species. The United States and Great Britain take the other side of | 
the debate. 

As between the two viewpoints there is at least ground for a 
compromise. There is no reason why the sprints and the jumps 
should not be helpful, rather than hurtful. But women have not 
yet advanced far enough in physical development to be called upon 
to face any tests demanding stamina or unusual strain. 

| These are matters belonging to the evolution now taking place. It 
might be better to limit women’s races to the 100 and 200 meter events. 

At least six women have been strong enough to swim the 
channel, Gertrude Ederle, heading the list, and Martha Norelius 
showed what a woman could do in winning the 10-mile Wrigley 
prize through the cold waters of Lake Ontario.

|America. Forty cars are permitted to 
‘start the Indianapolis event. this 
| year—seven more than ever before by 
grant of a special dispensation from 
ithe American Automobile Association, 
the governing body of the gasoline 
sport. 
| With the return to two-man cars 
|this year after seven seasons of the 
tiny single-seater speed creations the 
public has evidenced its increased in- 
terest by an unprecedented advance 
seat purchasing orgy. There is every 
‘indication that the crowd will exceed 
last year’s. record-breaker, when more 
than 160,000 people saw the race—th* 
largest crowd ever gathered for a 
sporting event in America. 

With 40 cars permitted to start and 
iG entered, trials to eliminate the six 
slowest cars wifl begin Saturday, 
May 24. Qualifying runs are _ four 
laps of the two and _ one-half-mile 
brick and concrete ribbon of speed. 
| fiee, as official starter, occupies a 
tiny platform built over the start and 
'finish wire. When he waves the 
‘green flag over the field of entries 
as they storm down the stretch in a

The Indianapolis track, celebrating
